A REPLY. 

To the Voters of Kentucky 

An address from the Central l^hig 
Committee at this place, published on 
the 18th inst requires from us a reply. 

Its first object is to sustain Mr Granger 
against the charge of being an abolition- 
ist — its second is to assail Mr Van Bit- 
ren— we believe it has failed in both. 

It is unfortunate for Mr Granger and 
General Harrison, that their claims 
have to depend so much upon the cer- 
eifeates of their inieiested friends, and 
so little upon public records and public 
opinion. 'J'he journal of the House 
of Bepreseiitatives at its List session, 
shews that during 'he agitation ol the 
abolition question, Mr Granger took a 
leading part in pressing it forward — was 
conspicuous as a piesenter of abolition 
petitions, having handed in, as we are 
informed and believe, i/^;can/.r of fifty — , 
was the active associate of Slade the 
Vermont abolitionist — and is actively! 
supported as a candidate for the Vice 
Presidency, by every abolitionist in| 

Congress as well as by the party out of 

Congress, I 

In opposition to this evidence we have 
a cerli^ate from Mr Clay, and anotherj 
from Mr Allan, in which those gentle- 
men certify, that from conversations with 
Mr Granger and from his public pro- 
ceedings, they believe him to be no ab- 
olitionist. We do not think that the 
people of this S’ate will have any more 
confidnee in .Mr Granger, if they shhil 
be convinced that he is avowedly no ab-, 
oli'ionist, when they scehitn lending him- 
self actively to forward their views. It 
will be in vain for him or his friends to 
attribute to him opinions, if his acts and 
bis party connexions contradict them. 

The committee have had the boldness 
to charge Mr Van Buren with abolition- 
ism. The two acts of Mr Van Biiren’s 
life on which they rely to support it, 
are, as they say, that “he was in favor 
of the Missouri restriction” — and “of 
free negroes voting.” 

We think the proof of his abolition- 
ism as dependent on his support of the 
Missouri restriction, even if he did 
support it, as far fetched. Mr Van Bu- 
ren was not a member of Congress du- 
ring that ses.-ion which decided that 
question; but as a member of the Legis- 
lature of Neiv York, in obedience to 
instructions from his constituents, voted 
to instruct her Senators to support it. 

He acted silently as a Representative-, 
and from his u'u il frankness, and par- 
ticularly his decided ground-against the 
fanaticism of abolitionism, we draw the 
inference that he did not then vote hi« 
own sentiments. But how did Mr 
Granger stand on that subject? — Was he 
not also in favor of restriction? Let the 
gentlemen answer. That asuppoit of 
the Missouri restriction, is no objection 
to a candida'e with the members of the 
Whig central co.mmittee and their party, 
we infer from the fact that they have 
zealously supporte;! .Mr Adams for the 
Presidency, an I Air Sergeant for the' 

Vice Presidency, both of whom labored 
hard in Congress to (irevent the admis- 
sion of Missouri without that restriction, 
the latter genllem.in having sjiecially 
replied to Mr Clay's speech on the other 
tide of the question. 

Still feeble.' is the proof as derived 
from his vote on free negro suffrage. ' 

By the former constitution of New York, 
free blacks were admitted to equal suf- 
frage with the whites. In the convention 
which adopted the present constitution, 

Mr Van Buren s'lccessfully supported the 
propriety of a distinction between the 
colors. While he contended for the 
right of suffrage in white men without a the immediate neighbors of their can- 



tifiers complain of such charges being 
made upon Mr Granger, when there is 
not time to write to him ard obtain his 
denial of the charge. 'I’he gentlemen 
know enough of the rules of evidence 
to be aware, that the denial of the ac- 
cused, unsupported by other evidence, 
would be wholly useless in a court of 
justice. They equally reject it in the 
I present canvass. Have they regarded 
the protestations of their opponents. 
But even if it would avail, under other 
circumstances, it will not answer here,, 
because they have had ample time. , 
This charge has been made in the j 
Kentucky Gazette, printed in this city, 
for more than five months — yet no lelter 
has been written, no denial obtained. j 
The reason, we infer to be, that had Mrl 
Grangci' acquitted himself here by a 
denial, he would have committed liimself| 
at home, by a contradiction, an<l ihere-j 
fore it was thought best to be silent. 
We approve of the wisdotrr, wha'ever 
we may think of the candour of the 
course. 

The committee express astonishment 
at the “extraordinary spectacle of a 
candidate for the second office in the na 
tion, electioneering for himself.” What 
difference it would make in their feelings 
weie he a candidate tor the first office 
in the nation, they hate not said. But 
as their candida'e for that office, viz;i 
General H.in ison, is now and has been, 
for many months “electioueeritig foi j 
himself.” through some halt dozen 
stales, with rather indifferent success we 
believe, however, we have a right to 
conclude that they approve of the prac- 
tice. It is well that they do not mention 
Mr Van Buren in connexion with this 
charge. He has remaineil at home! 
He has not like his aged military rival, 
been drawn by his harnessed followers, 
through splendid cities; a melancholly 
and degrading spectacle of pride and 
submission! 

The sagacity of the committee has 
enabled them "to see clearly through 
the artifice of keeping .Mr Van Buren 
out of view, and bringing ferward the 
name of the Colonel (Johnson) only.” 
We receive this as an acknowledgment 
of the de.'erved estimation in which Col. 
Johnson is held by you, and we trust 
that their ill concealed fears of the, to 
them, fatal consequences of his popular- 
ity may he more than realised. But 
what shall we think of them, when 
perusing their address, we find their 
own candidate for the Presidency studi- 
ously kept out of view— never once 
named, fellow citizens, except in the 
middle of the last paragraph!!! 

Have they no eulogiiims to pronounce 
on him? Have they no 'defence” to 
make for him? Have they no excuses 
to offer fi-r one whose deficiencies as a 
General drenched our frontier in blood, 
darkened with funereal gloom this and 
other States, — and so entirely forfeited 
the confiden''e of the n.ition, as to com- 
pel him to resign, in disgust, a com- 
mission obtained by iritiigue.in the very 
darkest period of the hue war — and 
thereby make way for the appointment 
of one to the vacant office, whose lofty 
military career shed an imperishable 
blaze of glory on his country. Can 
there be no reason given for the vote in 
the Senate in I81-J, by which tliat dig- 
nified body refused to grant to him, that 
honorable testimony of npprohalion 
which they at the lime awarded to ihe^ 
late Governor Shelby ? and which w rung 
from the conscious sufferer the following 
confession. 

“A vote of the Senate of the United Slates 
has attached lo my name a disgrace which 1 
am coniinced no lime nor efforts of tnit e will 
ever be able to efface. Their ctnsn’c is in-^ 
deed negative, it is not on lliataccciinl 'lie le.ss 
Were.”

'There is such ni 
want of good faith i:i these people, lint 
iiierGlianls who are compelled lo'give for 
security of their properly and lives, pre j 
fer individual paper for seen: i;y, ra'her! 
than the Government. Itvery mail from; 
Me.xieo e.xposcs their si ual.on w ill, some 
new imposiiion in the form of leiix.s and 
forced loans, ef which the greater part 
of the merchants here have paid ibe lat- 
ter, and the General is ihi.s monmnl en-‘ 
deavoring In insist on the commerce to 
furnish g 10,000 per week for the sup 
port of the troops under his command.' 
The government appears to he but little 
interested for the troops here, and unless; 
funds soon make their a|ipeaiance from, 
some quarter, serious consequences are 
anticipated in the saqueo and many of 
us be among the missing, with the loss 
of property. Protection we have none, 
and our consul is less respected than the 
merchants. Handbills are posted on the 
corners, to encourage the soldiery and 
telads to insurrection, urging them to 
burn the property and massacre the for- 
eigners.

as, the balance having taken French 
leave by desertion. 'The two plenipo- 
tenliiir IS. Cai nes and 'Teal, w liocaiiie 
frnin 'J’exas for the exebanee of prison , 
ers, &.C. arc still kept in coofiiiemeiit, 
and llie 14 pi isoiiers kep' sweeping Ibe 
streets uiidir the l agi .s of a scorching 
sun. 'I’l.eir siiuutioiis are by no means 
comfortable, ile;u'iidiiig entirely on the 
gei.crosiiy r f lipe foieigneis I -r subsis- 
tence. If our goveriiiiieiit could be pre 
vailed on lo order a U. S. vessel lo this 
port for 10 or 15 days, wo ^llOuld cotisi 
dcr ourscivas a litile iiioic secure from 
the depre.dalioiis of a set ol outlaws 
wliicli will sooner or later take place. 
We are very far from being secure, such 
tiir.es as the present.

Col. Greene left i lie 'Texan army in 
good health and spirits, upon the La Ba- 
ca river. Gen. Rusk had just recovered 
from severe illness. Gen. Greene and 
F. Huston were boih in g'lod health.

Courier and Journal of Commerce state

FRANCE. 

'The Paris papers are still engaged in 
discussing the probahiliiies of tlie new 
ministry, iiml abusing M. Guizot. It is 
said that Marshal Soult has refused the 
war portfolio, and lha'. it had been offer- 
ed lo General Sebasiiani. M. Guillemi- 
iiol i.s said to have refused the embassy 
to Madrid, but the Journal des Debats' 
affirms positively that an ambassador 
has been appointed. The sum of the 
mailer is that no further advance to the 
completion of ministerial arrangements 
had been made than at the date of our 
last previous advices. 'The ministerial 
papers incline to the opinion that the 
policy of the government with regard to 
Spain will be noii-intervcntionnl. 

M. Penat, surviving editor of Le Na- 
tional, has iiddre.-scd a letter to M. Gi- 
rnrdin, editor of La Presse, reminding 
him of the onlli which he had taken to 
avenge the death of M. Arinand Carrel, 
and Ibrimilly challenging him to fight 
with swords or pistols, with a threat of 
vengeance in .«oiue oilier mode unless 
ihe clialleiige he accepted. M.Girari'irt 
published the leiler in his paper, wiili, 
i remarks, and a refusal lo accept tho chal- 
lenge e eri al the risk of assassiiiuli in - 
SPAIN. 

The intelligence from Madrid is to the 
5t!i ot Sopleuiber. 'Tlie Ciiristinos urr- 
oei- L'.pez w ere defcaled hy Gouicz, iieae 
Guadala.xara on the 30tli of Angus ,witEs 
a severe loss ot killed and wounde(f» 
Lopez himself was taken prisoner. 'Thu- 
two battalions winch revolted at Ban If- 
defoiiso, and compelled the Queen tiv 
proclaim tlie coustiliilion, are said to 
have been almost totally dcstioyed irv 
this engagement. Gen. Lopez ascribes' 
his defeat to Iho insiihor'liiiaiion of his- 
troops, who compelled him lo light a- 
gnin.-t his own judgment, as he wished 
to delay the attack until he could receive: 
the reinforcements which had set out 
from .Madrid under Gen. Rodi!. After 
his success, Gomez made a raped march, 
to Arganda, only five leagues from Mad- 
rid cl()se|y pursued by Rodil and Alaix,- 
one of Espartero’s generals. 'The latter 
overtook the rear guard of Lopez and 
lecnpinred some cannon, taken from Lo- 
pez. 

Gen.Espeleta had returned to France. 

El Serrador, commander of another 
flying parly of Carlists, was also ad- 
vancing upon Madrid. Strong suspi» 
cions were entertained of Oraa, com- 
manding the army of the North during 
tlie illness of I'ispartero, and it is even 
said that a correspondence has been in- 
tercepted between him and Don Carlos. 

I he Ciiristinos and Gen. Evans were 
preparing to iiiiack Esielln, which has 
been for some lime in possession of the- 
Curlists. 

Don Carlos has issued a decree, sel- 
emiily placing himself, his army, and 
the kingdom, under tho special protec-- 
tion of the Virgin Mary. 

Seoor Isliirilz travelled lo Lisbon in 
disguise, passing as well as he could for 
an Eiiglisliinan, under the name of Au- 
tl.iir Siirq.smi. He was received withi 
much attention by Lord Howard de Wal- 
den, the British minister at Lisbon, and 
sailed for Falmouth on the 2!)lli Aut>ust„ 
on board Ihe British steampackei.
